NEED 


HELP FROM CONGRESSES. 


Such a Mother IB Not TleO Dot\n * 


« 8>-»tcm In Hear Ins Her Clillilri'ii. 
What i>o "We Recall When We L,o«K 
Back at Our Childhood? 
If cue judged from the mothers' eo, 
;resses and the lectures, articles <uu! 
)ooks on the subject of the rearing am' 
:raining of children, it would seem tlai 
n. no other era hare womeu been so in- 
cut upon fulfilling properly the duties 
of parenthood. 
It might be taken also 


as a tacit confession that the mother in- 
stinct is not inborn in every woman and 
herefore that which does not come from 
.he heait must be learned from books. 
There is no intention here to dispaiuge 
such a movement. la some quarters it 
ms been overdone and has become ac 
cordingly ridiculous, but it has its usei 
and has doubtless been productive of 
good in awakening certain women to a 
more thoughtful view of their respond 
ulities. 


The mere fact of bringing young int/ 


the world does not bestow the mother 
ustiuct. Many a childless wife, mau.\ a. 
onely spinster, has the true mother 
icart that may be lacking in the mother 
of ten children. 
Dumb animals even 


vary greatly in this respect. 
There are 


dogs and cats just as averse to the duties 
of maternity as anj "frivolous fine lady. 
One hen will rear successfully all the 
chicks she has brought off the nest, 
\hile another in the same flock (\ill lose 
ier whole brood successively by care- 
essness and neglect. 
One topknoted 


denizen of the poultry yard afforded a 
curious study to tbe observant. 
She 


was completely wanting in that pro- 
ective instinct toward her young which 
s usually so strongly developed in the 
len. She had always a preoccupied and 
fluttered air, as if there were far iuor<» 
serious problems to be solved than ma 
teriial ones. 
If she scratched for IKV 


chicks, it was in a desultory and incf- 
lectivij way, and in the meantime they 
went astray, became entangled in the 
ong grass or fell into holes. Sometimes, 
as if in absence of mind, she would even 
stand with a claw planted firmly on u 
member of her brood regardless of its 
'peeps" and struggles, meanuhile utter- 
ng one of those raucous soliloquies to 
which hens are addicted.

the bone and sinew of the nation. If one 
ho;ild ask her upon what sjstcin she pro- 
ceeds, she could not tell, for it is all done 
ustincthcly. But the truth is any hyp- 
tern for the training of children must b«j 
i very elastic one and vary to suit luo- 
ndividunl. The mother's sympathy (jives 
Lier wisdom to deal with diverse tetnpcrn- 


t'iiis and dispositions, and if there is 


anything in tbetso alien to her own nature 
:ier love bridges the difference.'—that love 
which follov, s her offspring no matter 
how far they may go, so that her heart, 
as Mine, do Soviicne expressed it, is "al- 
wu\s on tlio highroads." If a child of 
heis is crippled in mind or body, homely 
of countenance, dull of wit or broken in 
fortune, around that one is her affection 
protcciinn'ly cast, because he needs it tho 
most. Her heart is the unfailing refuge, 
the sanctuary that cannot be violated, the 
one place of all where even the erring amJ 
the defeated 
will not < e judged, but 


loved. And though all (.he rest of her 
children may be happy, honored and suc- 
cessful, her love is forever wandering 
away after the unfortunate who has fail- 
ed n.ul fallen short of her teachings—oat 
into tne cold, through the rain and snow, 
over the drcarj stretches of the highway, 
like a beseeching angel pleading with him 
to turn homeward. But whether she is a 
happy or unhappy parent, her love is not, 
like the passionate egotism of the animal, 
limited only to her own. For their sake 
her heart is tender toward all childhood, 
and her pity embraces the little ones who 
are orphaned and uncherished. * * * 


In one of Coleridge's poems ho tells a 


strange story about a woman who set her 
affections upon her daughter's suitor anil 
finally invoked a curse upon them both 
because they had balked her passion. 
Thenceforth 
nothing 
prospered 
with 


them. They were beset by misfortunes of: 
all kinds, the curse being so active be- 
cause 


A mother is a mother still, 
The holiest tiling alive. 


The more modern view, however, is 


that there is nothing holy in maternity 
per se. It is the individual who ennobles 
or degrades it, and the woman who shows 
herself unworthy of motherhood is not to 
be an object of honor simply because she 
has brought forth children. There are 
\vomcn, and mothers, who actually dislike 
children, and, apart from these unpleas 
ant paradoxes, some there are who low 
their children accordingly as the latter 
minister to their pride and vanity. The 
cleverest and handsomest are the favor- 
ites, because they reflect glory upon the 
self seeking parent, and the less credita- 
ble ones are pushed into corners and kept 
in the shade as much as possible. This is 
rather a man's than a woman's way of 
loving, and yet there are families in 
which the tenderness comes all from the 
paternal side, and the children are actu- 
ally "mothered" by the father. • Then 
there are the mothers who in the pursu- 
ance of some fixed idea thwart their 
children, stunt their aspirations and pre- 
vent the gradual unfolding of their na- 
tures. 
"Etre savant, c'est quelquechose," says 


a French writer; "etro tres bon, c'cst en- 
core mieux"—and one fancies that this 
is true where mothers are concerned. 
Does any child think more tenderly of his 
mother because she has written a re- 
markable book, painted a fine picture or 
excelled in music? Many a woman has 
made such efforts in art, spurred on by 
the thought ot her children, and' in be- 
coming an artist she does not cease to be 
a mother. Yet, after all,-these are not 
the things we recall when we look back 
at childhood. What we do remember ia 
bow our mother mended the garments wo 
tore, healed our bruises, wiped away our 
tears, was glad of our little pleasures, 
Bang us to sleep at evening and soothed 
ns when we woke in the night cryinp 
with the terror of bad dreams. Perhapu 
tho woman who did nil this for us was 
gifted and brilliant, but it is her good- 
ness, the inexhaustible tenderness of her 
mother love, that lives in memory and 
makes ns homesick, even in old age, fm 
that unfailing solace which elsewbor,- we 
have not found.—Now Orleans Time.*-

Aged Executive of Colombia 


Carried Off to Mountains. 


HE WAS PEAEED BY ITSUBPEES. 


Forcibly Deposed, He Was 


Recall to Hln Old Position, but Had 
Done No Plotting—Seined by tin- 
Soldiery. 
New York, Nov. 4.—The Herald pub- 


lishes the following 
correspondence 


I'rpm Honda, Colombia: 


"Dr. Manuel Antonio Simelemente. 


president' of the republic oi' Colombia, 
has been kidnaped by the orders of t!>e 
political leaders who had already'strip- 
ped him Of power. Locked in a jxuardo. 
a miserable parody on the sedan chair 
in which courtiers once took their ease, 
he is being hurried over rough moun- 
tain roads from his home in Villeta, de- 
partment of Cuudiuamarca, to his 
beautiful hacienda, known as 1'ichihi, 
In the daprtment of Cauca. He must 
l)e carried through the very heart of 
two great chains of the Andes, passing 
Honda, Maniaales, Carl ago. Tulua and 
Bnga. towns which gave him ovation.-1 
while he exercised the executive pow- 
er. The greatest secrecy has been ob- 
served, and every effort has been made 
to prevent the facts from becoming 
public, for fear that the friends and al- 
lies of the deposed president might at- 
tempt to rescue him. No paper in the 
republic today would dare to print the 
hare fact that Snnclemeuto had left 
Villeta, much less that he was a pris- 
oner.

four days ago that l>r. Saneleinomo 
bad been made a prisoner and that lie

Tho 
leli'graph line cannot be used by pri- 
•\:ito pt-rsoiis, and there are no mails at 
.•ill. 1 asked tu-n 'ral 1'edro Nel Ospina, 
tlion minister of war. inil cor.ld eel no 
information. 


" '1 have heard the story myself.' h" 


replied, 'but 1 cannot believe that it is 
true." 


"That doubt seemed to prevail in 


man;.' minds, us persons nr^tiod thai 
the iiov'Tiimout would be weakening 
itself by throwing down the gauntlet 
to the followers of Sanclcinonto.

CIGAR MAKERS' UNION 


HAS ACCOMPLISHED. 


Vonderful Effect Upon tonarerlty of 
Hcmber* and Their Wives—Million. 
Paid In Benefit*—How the Union 
HUB Grovrn. 
President Perkins of the Cigar Mak- 
rs" International union made his annu- 
al report to the membership. A refer- 
ndum vote of the organization recent- 
y postponed this year's convention for 
liree years, and as no report had been 
made to the membership since the con- 


dition in Detroit in 1896 President 
Perkins briefly summarizes the more 
mportant events and affairs of the Jn- 
:ernational union. 
Referring to the membership and 


,vages during the period covered by the 
report, he says: 


"The table showing the membership 


and number of organizations shows 
hat we did not lose in membership 
luring the stagnation period, and sta- 
Istics show that we did not suffer to 
any extent in the matter of reductions 
of wages. As to numbers, the rnember- 
;bip practically remained stationary 
during the panic period. The growth 
n the membership commenced with 
the revival of industry arid reached its 
greatest height during the year 1900. 


"Cigar makers to the number, of 61,- 


933 are employed in union towns and 
cities, 15,106 find employment in juris- 
diction places; total, 77,101. Twenty- 
one thousand and thirty are reported 
as hand workmen, 26,672 as mold work- 
ers, 8,830 as filler breakers and rollers, 
3,830 as machine workers and 4(2£}0 a|>- 
prcntices. The number of nonunion ci- 
gar makers, as reported, is 38,583, and 
3,239 females are reported as members 
of the union. 


"The vital statistics are perhaps the 


most instructive and important ever 
compiled, showing, as they do, that, de- 
spite the intense struggle engendered 
by the present method of production 
and distribution and the tremendous 
wear and tear on one's nervous and 
physical resources, the average longev- 
ity of our members has been increased.

Paris, Nov. 2.—The dispatch of Ad- 


miral Caillard's squadron from Toulon 
to Turkish waters has already had its 
effect. 
The French foreign office has 


received a telegram from M. Bapst, 
counselor of the French legation at 
Constantinople, announcing that the 
sultan had sent him a message accept- 
ing all the French claims, including the 
Lorando claim, but it is authoritatively 
stated the French government will re- 
fuse to accept this surrender as a satis- 
factory settlement of the difficulty as 
the sultan imagines she will do. On 
the contrary, France will now demand 
compensation for the moral injury caus- 
ed to her by the sultan's conduct during 
the past three months. This compensa- 
tion will be in the shape of an adjust- 
ment of the French protectorate over 
Catholics in the orient on a satisfactory 
basis and guarantees for safeguarding 
the development of the French schools 
iu the east. Adequate guarantees will 
also be demanded for a settlement of 
the Loraudo claim and other claims. 
Moreover. France will strikingly reaf- 
firm its prestige by sending M. Con- 
stans, the French embassador, back to 
Constantinople on board a warship. 


An official of the foreign office, says: 


"We have already received such prom- 
ises as the sultan made yesterday. 
They leave the situation unchanged. 
The sulrnn is mistaken if he imagines 
he can arrest the march of our war- 
ships by such c:\pedlents. We now need 
material guarantees lor the fulfillment 
of his undertakings.-not promises, lie 
allowed matters to go too far when lie 
forced us to hcnd a squadron to Turkish 
waters.

hensive as possible, giving a complete 
history of aH the trade movements, 
their results, cost, per cent of gains and 
losses and where located, and once 
more ticiiioustratc that strikes are not 
failures. Tbe tables furnish the grati- 
fying information that trade disputes 
or strike* are growing fewer in number 
each year despite the fact thai the 
membership is increasing and that the 
statistics show that we have made 
substantial gains in wages. I am per- 
suaded that some of the difficulties 
could be avoided without a, strike.

Where Much Beeswax Goes. 


Keeping bees is a pleasant and classic 


occupation, sanctioned by poets in all 
ages; moreover, and to the practical mod- 
ern this is far more important, it is a pay- 
ing business when scientifically conduct- 
ed. Tlie number of bockeopers in this 
country is estimated at about 300.000, 
and they sell annually some o.OOO.OOO or 
4,000,000 pounds of their sweet produce. 
In every state of the Union they may be 
found, but Florida, Texas, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and central an 1 northern 
New York are the great beekeeping sec- 
tions. Wherever great quantities of bass- 
wood, buckwheat and, of course, clover, 
are found, there beekeeping means a pret- 
ty good income. Some bee farmers have 
1,500 to ^,000 colonies under their care 
and have reduced the business to a pretty 
exact science. 


In. Colorado, Arizona and states in th«- 


neighborhood of tho great desert 
th»< 


loney "crop" is as sure as anjthing can 
well be, even the proverbial ''death and 
:axes." 
Klsewhere the clover crop may 


ruined by rain or drought, but there 


he sun is stive to shine nnd the canals are 
sure to irrigate, so that the lack of clover 
s practically impossible. 
And it is al- 


'alfa clover, too, of which four crops are 
certain every year. Under those condi- 
tions it is nut surpri.sing to lind in Ari- 
zona and similar btate.s whole counties 
keeping bees as iu other parts; at the 
country people cultivate farms, 
ft is, in 


fact, the only certain thing in that il! fa- 
vored Iniaij as tlie alfalfa clover is the 
one green tiling that can coax a livelihood 
out of inhospitable soil. 


Maeterlinck has written a book about 


Perhaps some philosopher will 
one day arise to sing the praises of the 
clover, living where nothing else can 
crow, and, alone of all "weeds," enriching 
the soil which gives it life. Arizona folk 
may not be philosophers, but they are 
properly grateful to the kindly blossom.

Buller. his critics and the country with- 
out publishing others, the context of 
which is vital to understanding the 
one on which the national controversy 
hinges. For the foreign office to pub- 
lish the hundreds of messages now on 
lile at the war office directly bearing 
on the subject means revealing to the 
public secrets never intended for their 
eyes and the implication of persons 
who have so far escaped any odium. 


It is probable that the war office will 


lake absolutely no action in the matter 
until parliament reassembles, when it 
will have ready an official paper to an- 
swer the request, which is sure to be 
made, to have these dispatches placed 
before the house of commons. General 
Buller so far has not asked that this 
be done. The otlicial view of the case 
is that General Buller is uot likely to 
take any such step.

Tbe barrels of apples, well beaded up, 


•ihould be set close to the windows wbere 
on days when tbe atmosphere is only a 
few degrees above freezing they may he 
treated to a cold air bath, but tbat part 
of tbe cellar where the potatoes are kept 
should not be allowed to fall below 40 de- 
crees. Always keep a thermometer In the 
cellar, and it will be possible to cool off 
Uie apples without injuring the potatoes. 


Do jiot unbend tbe barrels until the ap- 


ples arc1 wanted. Let tho apples* remain 
undisturbed, as it is rarely a tjood plan to 
•-oit them over and to pick out the rotten 
lUPS. 


Apples in ripening give out a deleteri- 


nis £.is, carbonic acid, which preatly aids 
in preserving them, but this gas is un- 
healthy and cannot be allowed to accu- 
mulate in the house cellar. It is one of 
die advantages of an outside cellar that 
this may bo allowed to remuui.

in all fairness be called irrepressible. 
Can there be anything mutual in the 
division of a given joint product except 
in one of two ways, by contract or by 
equality? Contract 5s tlie present meth- 
od and leads to disputes. 


Because the laborer is not on equal 


footing with the capitalist employer he 
has formed unions, and because the un- 
ions have grown strong employers' as- 
sociations have sprung up. Neither of 
those recognizes mutual interest, but 
only class interest From class interest 
of a single trade the unions have feder- 
ated into national bodies, and the em- 
ployers In certain trades and in certain 
cities have joined forces for general 


_ lockouts and strike benefits. In these 


western plains ] transitional steps the mutuality has 


been confined within the two broad 
classes. There has been conflict en- 
larged and intensified between "the 
workmen and employers." 


Ameliorating measures, such as un- 


ions, voluntary arbitration, permanent 
boards of conciliation with powers "of 
investigation and publicity and more or 
less judicial power, are useful and com- 
mendable, but they cannot go very near 
1o the root of the evil nor heal the ir- 
reconcilable conflict of interests. 


Kven when such agreements are en- 


tered into as between the bituminous 
coal operators and miners and some of 
tho building trades, where the two join 
bauds to overcharge the public, there 
will still be the same conflict over tho 
division of the spoils. The miner cares 
nothing if coal is dear to the seamstress 
or the day laborer. The operator is sat- 
isfied if combination with the workmen 
enables him to limit the output and 
raise his profits, but each side has a 
clear self interest in the division, in the 
amount to be paid as wages. 


Few employers da their worst, some 


do thi; best they can, none is obliged to 


Imp all j be. unjust. It Is practicable for any cor- 


poration or indh idnal employer to relin- 
quish advantages and power and make 
himself simply a leader and director, or 
lie may go part way and improve the 
customary conditions; he may shorten 
the hours, improve tho equipment, pro- 
vide conveniences and comforts and di- 
vide some part of the profits. No one 
prevents him. Ho ought to do it, but 
will he do it? Despots might be benevo- 
lent, but by the tendency of human na- 
ture they have usually been tyrannical. 
Labor must struggle for its rights, not 
individually and aloue, but by ami for 
the class. As long as there are classes 
(hero must bo a class struggle and need 
for class consciousness. 


It", then, there is not in the wage sys- 


tem any mutual interest, what are tho 
remedial measures available within the 
system and what substitutes are there 
for the system? 


Your questions suggest various plans 


and measures for solving the ever re- 
curring difficulties between capital and 
labor, and among them is profit shar- 
ing, to which you ask my particular at- 
tention.

\Vo call subsistence a material 


means to a spiritual end, but, it Is so 
primary, so essential and so difficult 
that it becomes an end in itself. Only 
a few In any community escape from 
anxiety about making a living. If not 
harassed by the wolf, they are haunt- 
ed by fear of It. 


I have stood by the open excavation 


of the .new underground railroad In 
New York city, looking at the men dig- 
ging. They have told me they got $2 
a day for fair days when, the work 
could go on. Living is expensive In 
New York. These are not the submerg- 
ed; they are the men of brawn and 
health. They are the "labor." 


I have gone through the corridors of 


the fashionable hotels at midnight 
hours and Loolced on the diners and 
winers, the evening dress of men and 
women, with liveried waiters obsequi- 
ously serving the viands of all lauds. 


These are the "employers." 
Aro the interests of the two classes 


mutual? 
Can easy going optimism 


conjure up any social relation between 
the two? 
Can any bridge span the 


chasm between them? 


When I go through onr factories and 


sec fine, ablebodied, dexterous, earnest 
men working nine hours every day and 
every year a lifetime through, fashion- 
ing the uncouth raw material of wood 
and metal and marble into house mate- 
rial, I ask myself, "Will the 'laborer' 
have any of these polished and luxuri- 
ous appliances in the home of his fam- 
ily or will they only go into the houses 
of tho -\vell to do, the mansions of the 
rich, the 'employer' class?" Are the 
interests of the laborer and the capi- 
talist mutual in this work? 


I know full well that many will say 


thnt moucy payment settles the whole 
score; but even if that were so, is there 
any mutuality when one makes and the 
other enjoys? "My people shall build 
houses and live in them; they shall pos- 
sess the land and enjoy the fruits there- 
of," saitli the Lord. 


Tho editor asked me to forego modes- 


ty and give something of my own expe- 
rience. Tho company with which I am 
connected adopted profit sharing fifteen 
years ngo and hns continued it satis- 
factorily ever since. In a majority ot 
tho years there have been dividends on 
wages of . 
r>, 8 or 10 pet- cent; in several 


years uo dividends. It" has given ns r.o 
trouble and no disappointments worthy 
of record. When dull business or new 
investments have stopped dividends, 
the employees have taken it In good 
part, which stockholders do not always 
do. 


Eleven years ago we began building 


factories in the country on a 1"5 acre 
tract of land eighteen miles from St. 
Louis, where onr general otlico and 
store still remain. At the same time wi 
started :i village adjoining. Onr aim 
was to unite the freedom in all respect* 
of the country with the conveniences 
and social advantages of the city. Sum 
miug up the story, or storiette, 1o date. 
Village Leclaire employs 100 men, oO 
apprentices and 10 girls, one-third 01 
whom live ID Leelaire. the other two- 
thirds living i'i ICdwimlsville, a large 
old county town adjoining. 


Two-thirds of the Leclaire residents- 


own their homes, mostly built by the 
company and paid for by monthly in- 
stallment?!. The houses are of varied 
.style, aimed to be pretty, with three 
to six rooms, choice running water and 
electric light, mostly on lots of 100 feel 
fi-onr, fruit and shade trees, with gar 
den in the rear and lawn and llovvei 
beds in front. AVe have winding roads, 
paved with cinders, sprinkled and bor- 
dered with sidewalks and shade trees. 


"We are part of the Edwardsville 


school district, with graded and high 
school, but we have our own kinder- 
garten and a primary class. Vie have 
a good-public hall for semimonthly lec- 
tures, spelling matches, debates, mu- 
sic-ales, dar.cing classes and dances. 
We have a baseball ground, bowling 
alleys and billiard room, shower baths, 
fish and skating pond and library. 


We 'are at this writing completing a 


dining room, evening buffet and read- 
ing and social room adjacent to tlio 
factories. No charge is made for any 
of these public utilities, the expenses 
being borne by tho 200 workers and 
employers, the company acting as dis- 
bursing agent. The president and sec- 
retary of the company live in Leclaire, 
with factory workers as their only im- 
mediate neighbors, and most excellent 
neighbors they 
are. 
Eclvrardsville 


(4,'JOO) is part of our social life, proud 
of us and joining in all our activity. 
Wo have no political organization, no 
rules, no police, uo salcon, no dominat- 
ing individual, no boss. 


We arc social and peaceable from 


choice. 


Quite a portion of the employees are 


stockholders, and practically all the 
stockholders are hard workers in the 
business. I think we all i.-onsicier own- 
ership of the factory capital or even 
cash dividends secondary considera- 
tions, yet the purpose 's to have the 
ownership pass into tho hands of tho 
workers, including nVi employees. Our 
different trades are nil unionized, un- 
ion wages prevail, and we have a nine 
hour day in ten hour trades. Perhaps 
wo ;rct as much work done, but why 
should that be the only or chief con- 
sideration? 


No attempt has been made to force 


any reform. Indeed any particular re- 
form has not been sought 
P>y joint 


action of capital, management and la- 
bor the opportunities have been creat- 
ed; the use of them has been left en- 
tirely to individual choice. Wo have 
neither coerced nor preached nor ex- 
cluded.

President George W. Perkins of the 


Cigar Makers' International union in 
u communication to the Chicago Amer-

The estimate of 


1.000,000 accidents annually is by no 
neans exaggerated, for 'Jenn.'iuy alone 
reports for one year 340,388 accidents 


• o workmen, 0,980 causing death. 1,3-4 
permanent incapacity and 44,273 per- 
manent partial incapacity. 


It was tho consideration of such facts 


ind figures that led Holland to take 
measures for the protection of her 
working classes and, in 
connection 


with these measures, to found a mu- 
seum of security, where pictures, mod- 
els and practical illustrations of all 
known successful devices for lowering 
industrial risk should bo on exhibition. 
The scheme aroused deep interest, and 
the museum is consulted not only by 
Dutch employers and workers, but also 
by representatives of industries all 
over the world. 


JAPANESE LABOR. 


Movement Tor Its Protection Begun 


by the I<elnnre Claa«««. 


Japan has no laws for the protection 


of labor or restricting the employment 
of Avomon nnd children, states Cons.nl 
General Bellows at Yokohama in a 
report to the state department dealing 
with labor conditions In that empire. 
Considerable agitation, he says, has 
risen of late looking to the better pro- 
tection of labor; but, strangely enough, 
It has come principally from the edu- 
cated and professional or leisure class- 
es rather than from the laborers them- 
selves. It is the opinion of Mr. Bellows 
that the Industrial and economic con- 
ditions of Japan would hardly warrant 
the close restrictive measures such as 
are enforced In England and the Unit- 
ed States, but he states as his belief 
that a labor bill will be introduced at 
the next session of the diet. 


Mr. Bellows Incloses a number of 


newspaper articles written by native* 
Japanese, whk-h disclose a distinct di- 
vergence of views on the subject of la- 
bor. 
One of them deprecates the ngi- ' 


tation of socialistic subjects and as- 
serts that the gulf between tho rich 
and the poor of Japan is not compara- 
ble ti> that between the plutocrat and 
the pauper in the western World. Tho 
content of the working elasses thN 
writer attributes to the lark of osten- 
tation in the lives of the rich Japanese 
people, who usually prefer to avoid 
any display of extravagance. 


Another 
newspaper article states 


that Japanese children umU.T ten years 
and some of .scarcely five or six years 
arc largely employed In factories, that 
men and women are made to work for 
"injuriously excessive long hours" and 
that eighteen Inurs a day arc often 
worked. It also calls attention to the 
fact that a Japanese railway company 
paying dividends of MO and 40 per cent 
pays its laborers $•"> and $G a month 
and works them from fourteen to sev- 
enteen hours n day. 


The Asalii. a Jnpani"-'" newspaper, 


deplores the lack of skilled labor In 
Japan on the ground that it seriously 
hinders thi" introduction of 
foreign 


capital into the empire, which Is so 
earnestly desired by Japanese finan- 
ciers,
